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the Baderechrieider und Lenzner plant has a total of about 170 employees, These 
are engnged in the production of the following two types of screen: Fine nickel 
wire sercen Ne, 231 and sereen of sizes up to No. 200 for industrial uses in 
both East and West Germany. At the end of June 1951, ninety weavers of the 
total muimber of workers vere engaged exclusively in the production of nickel 
wire screen No. 231 with 29 looms operating on three shifts per day, Sundays 
and holidays excluded. About 80 persons were engaged in the production of the 
coarser screen, with 11 looms operating, and in work in offices, repair shops, 
stockroors, etc. No, 231 sereaen is manufactured exclusively for tho Russians, 
The rougher screen is for use in the German chemical, pharmaceutical, paper, 
and other industries, In June 1951, the plant was producing No, 120 phesphorus 
bronze screen 0.07 mm thick, for the Georg Meierthaler firm in oeln-Lindenthal 
Rueckortstrasse 5, for a total value of 9,500 DM; the wire for this acreon 
had been procured in destern Germany. For monetary reasons, the Russians encourage 
the sale of rough sereen to test German firms, 


3. Among the 29 loems producing No, 231 screen, 8 looms produce screen with a 
width of 1.20 m, and 21 with a width of 1.00 m, Late in June 1951, 24 of the 
29 looms producing No. 231 sereen were still operating with reeds mde of 
Swedish read mterial, whereas 5 looms were operating with reeds made fron __ 
Russion material. At that time, the plant had a reserve of 6 reeds made from 
Russian mterial but no reserves of reeds made from Swedish material. The average 
life spen of a reed made from Swedish mterial is three Zettel of aprroxinstely 
200 scuare neters (slightly more in the case of 1.20 mwide screen), The mascmm 
life epan of a reed made from Russian material is one Zettel, or 300 square 
meters; the average life span, which Source could not indicate definitely, is 
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cortainiy far below the maximum. In some instances, 1t was necessary to remove 

reeds rade from lussien mtorial efter weaving lengths of 10 and 12 meters. At 

tho ond of June 1951, the reed situntionlooked criticsl, because tite reati~ 

wena eturineg plant Tutleloustadt/Orla vas unable to deliver on tine the ree-i

pientis sereen-producing looms were put in operation, i.e., less chan 15 looms. 
in Sertember 195%, the nlent reecived a new order, this time from T.1'A~Neustadt, 
for tke production of 30,000 squere noters of No. 231 screen to be nraivesed in 
1°51, Ag far as Source rerenbers, in Mey 1951, this order was inereased by o 
ney order requestiny the rroduction of -n additionrl 7,000 square meters of this 
gereen ‘n 1951, The total of 37,0CO square motors is to be completed by 25 
November 1951, So far, no new order ia ‘nown to have been received for the rro- 
Auction of this tyne of serecn beyond this date. By nid- June 1951, the plant 
ind delivered between 1¢,000 and 20,00C square meters of its 1951 preduction of 
Wo. 231 sereen, If reed manufacture can estech im with the plant’s requirements 
fer reed renLocerents, the firm will f111 its 1951 production order with case 
within the preseribed period of timc. 


The percentage of rejected mterial in the nickel sereen vroduction at “evlen= 
roda has been low. Inte in Jum1951, it amnountei to 1 to ? nercent of the totol 
nice] sereon output. 5.6 neters of sereen as the averare 
daily outyut. of one loom, regardless of width (1 meter or 1.2 meter), 


The “eulenroda plant hes been visited neriodically by the Russians falilov(fm) 

ani Pryodia (fnu). They have come to the plant regulnrly two and three times 

per month, sometimes more often. Miller (fnu) and Schule{fnu), two German onyineers, 

ate present ct the plant Mondays through Fridays. They are paid ny tho Sovict 

Control Commission. They ere assipne? to teatine the finished screen through 
wtowifyins vinse over an “illuviunved tabic" {Leuchtiisch). 


th +o 9 July 1951, the olant was cuirded by threo night watchmen omloyed by the 
ecomomy. In mid-June 1991, 2 police eantain ani a police major an-enred showing 
eredentials sted by ifnieter (sic)einbercer**. They stated that the plant 

wae tnoufficiontly mucrded and announced thet the German police would shortly 
arranva for an cnerease of sceurity personnel. On 9 duly, a Gerran police official 
srtived with thrse volice puaris to assue egunrd auly «bt the plant. The three 

nteht wetelmen yho had Tormerly verforred this duty recained -t the -Innt, 

together with the added security rersonnel which is nerranently stationed on the 
plant promises. 25X1B
